The  epidemic  of  Cerehro-spinal  Meningitis  continued 
throughout  the  year, 'Mt 'it  is 'Satisfactory  to  note  that  there  v/ere 
far  fewer  cases,’' ' Ih’allJ ’20'6aSeS 'were  admitted  to  the  Fever 
Hospital  frora  tlie  Borough^  aiid^thiS'lndilded  3 non-civilians. 

Of  the  20  Cases,  "however ■5'  wei'‘e ‘B^D^C; ' cases  who  had  Been 
previo\isly  admitted  to  the  Far  Memorial  Hospital,  There  was 
only  one  death  during  the  year.  Naturally , the  cases  which 
were  admitted  as  Cerehro-spinal  Meningitis  and  which  were  found 
not  to  he  suffering  from  this  infection  have  been  excluded  from 
the  above  figures.  A large  amount  of  pathological  wurk  vras 

performed  hy  Dr,  Robinson  of  the  Conway  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
and  one  is  grateful  for  his  continued  co-operation  and  assistance 
and  it  is  through  bis  investigations  that  v;e  have  been  able  to

NUTRITION  . 

Doring  the  year,  the  Health  Department  co-operated  with 
the  Ministiy  of  Pood  in  the  distribution  of  Cod  Liver  Oil. and 
Vitamin  C preparations.  This  co-operation  undoubtedly  helped 
the  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood  and  at  the  same  time  was  a 
means  of  advertising  the  I’&iternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
amongst  the  irhabitants  of  the . Boro’jg:h.  . 

During  the  year,  a British  Restaurant  \7as  opened,  in 
EIsosdd\i  Schools,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  at  the  present  • 
time  for  the  ox^ening  of  other  centres  of  a similar  naturo  in  other 
parts  of  the  town.  Good  use  has  beon  made  of  'the  Restaurant 
by  the  -srorlters  in  the  town. 

Reference  lias  been  made  in  my  School  Report  to  the 
number  of  children  requiring  froo  meals  and  free  milk  in  S'f.iools 
and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  viev;  of  the  increasing 
wages  which  have  been  received  by  Government  employees, , th.:;  number 
of  children  receiving,  gratuitous  meals  and  milk  lias  very  substantially 
decreased. 

Another  irr5)ortant  event,  was  the  opening  of  a Pood'  .hdvice 
Centro  in  a contrcil  part  of  the  town.  This  has  been  an  untya.l) fied 
success,  and  has  been  the  means  of ' educating  the  public-  as  to  the 
best  ways  of  preparing  foodstuffs.  One  cannot  emp.hr.j.hio  too 
strongly  the  importance  of  this  work,  o.nd  no  doubo  it  oi.cv  on

Boai’d  of  Health'.  After  'further  investigations,  Ahhotsfield.

During  the  year,  one  sample  of  water  was  talcen  from  tne 
mains  and  aiiadysed  at  Conway  Laboratory,  and  was  found  to  he 
excellent*  The  reason  that  more  samples  were  not  taken,  was  the 
fact  that  other  samples  were  being  taken  in  the  Rural  area  from  the 
same  source  of  supply,  especially  in  reforonca  to  a local  factory, 
and  all  of  these  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


23  wells  were  also  examined  in  respect  to  Smerpney 
Heater  Supplies.  These  were  situated  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough. 

Of  ’tliese,  15  were  satisfactory  thougxi  in  two  or  three  cases  the 
analyst  emphasised  the. fact  that  all  possibility  of  human  pollution 
should  be  excludod.  The  other  8 samples  were  not  satisfactory. 

A certain  number  of  these  wells  have  been  ea.r—marked  by  the  N.P.S. 

One  other t sanple  was  taken  from  tne  pool  in  tne  Parciau 
in  reference  to  an  allegation  that  a dog  had  been  poisoned.  Samples

Arrangements  are  now  being  made  whereby  the  effluent  is 
analysed  monthly  for  a period,  in  view  0;?  a statement  by  our  Con- 
sulting Engineers  that  the  strength  of  the  sevyage  has  substantially 
altered  since  the  works  were  first  renovated  by  them.  The  sewage, 
in  its  crude  state  is  a strong  sewa<ge,  but  all  effluents  so  far 
examined,  have  been  satisfactory.

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAUS 
COMMON  LOD5INO  HOUSES 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  four  registered 
common  lodging  houses  affording  accommodation  for  tyeventy-one  persons 
in  twenty  rooms,  including  one  house  used  for  accommodating  married 
couples.  One  of  these  premises  in  respect  of  tdiich  the  Corporation 
refused  an  application  for  renewal  of  registration  ovjing  to  its 
dilapidated  condition  and  unsuitability  for  accorm-iio dating  lodgers 
was  discontinued. 


Applications  were  received  for  registration  in  respect  of 
five  premises  found  to  le  kept  as  common  lodgir^g  houses  and  i^-  was 
decided  to  gXErt  the  applications  upon  the  execution  of  certain 
v;ork  of  improveraent * In  one  instance,  the  premises  v;ere  dis- 
continued* In  three  instances  the  ke'epers  failed  to  carry  out 
the  specified  v;orks  and  legal  proceeding^ere  suhsoquently  in- 
stituted against  them  Tmt  v;ere  withdraw  upon  completion  of  the 
work  in  two  cases.'  In  the  remaining  case  the  necessary  work  was 
in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  premises  were  all  kept 
under  close  supervision  and  25I  inspections  v\rere  made  for  this

Thoro  are  20  premises  on  the  register,  but  in  several 
instances  business  was  discontinued  during  the  year.  Fifty 
inspections  were  made  end  the  premises  were  found  to  be  kept  in 
a satisfactory  condition.

Six  inspootions  were  made  and  three  sai;^lcs  of  rag 
flock  procured  from  firms  using  rag  flock  in  bedding  and  up- 
holstery rnanuf acturc , were  submitted  for  analysis,  two  samples 
being  certified  to  comply  with  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
prescribed  in  the  Pag  Flock  Regulations,  1912.

The  quality  of  milk  sold  in  the  tov/n  from  a chenical  point 
of  view  continued  to  be  good,  the  average  composition  of  the  milk 
'Samples  being  Fat  3«77^  ^nd  Solids-not-fat  8,59^* 

, . Legal  proceedinqs  were  instituted' against  the  vendor  of  a 

sample  of  milk  taken  in  the  course  of  delivery  to  a retailer  in  the 
Borough,  which  upon  analysis  was  found  to  be  3873  deficient  of  fat. 

A conviction  was  secured  and  a fine  of  £5  ^nd  £1.  14 « Od  costs 

was  imposed. 


The  vendors  of  3 samples  of  milk  slightly  deficient  in  fat 
and  of  1 containing  sediment  i/zore  warned  and  further  samples  proved 
satisfactory.
